The three classes he out- 
lined are first, legal qualifications; 
second, physical and mental quali- 
fications; and third, moral quall- 
fications. 

Above all else, the operator of ar 
automobile should be legally qualt- 
fied, Dr. Stewart asserted. More 
stringent laws appertaining to ini 
tial qualifications of a person whe 
applies for a State automobile H- 
cense should be enacted, the doctor 
said, adding that such laws should 
then be enforced and observed in 
order to safeguard the publite. 

Important Qualifications. 

Legal qualifications are not all, 
however, he added. declaring that 
_a driver should also be physically 
|} and mentally fit to operate a car 
' without hazard to himself, his 
=|} family or others. He should also 
| be morally qualified, the health 
a board secretary said, and should 

be educated and encouraged to pro- 
. tect himself and other drivers, and 
ll to respect the traffic officer.
